Jack Stachel opened the meeting and commented 
briefly on the Soviet Union* s resumption of nuclear tests. 
He said the sole aim of the Soviet Union making tests of 
nuclear weapons was to prevent a world war. beconcuy 
the Soviet Union had to shake the complacency of the 
people who were being fooled into thinking that a war 
would be waged without the use of nuclear weapons. The 
Soviet Union was compelled to make <***J*^£^^ 
order to make the people become aware of the danger oi 
nuclear war.- 

Stachel said that the Party's reaction to nuclear 
testing was much more effective than it was in a similar 
situation in 1939 with the Soviet-Nazi pact. 

Stachel said that if President Kennedy should 
come to the United Nations (UN.) and say he is ready f> 
sign a statement for general and complete disarmament and 
thin shift the main Issue to the ^ es Ji? n o 0 ^ 0 ?^ 0 ^* tv 
such action will open up new opportunities for the Party. 
This cSe used to develop a broader and deeper movement 
against tests. The Party must take advantage of every 
olloSlunity to put forth "our line" on Germany and Berlin. 
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James Allen then read Gus Hallis article on the 
tense international situation, Gus Kail remarked that his 
article is an attempt to give a "firmer foundation to our 
position" !>oth to "our own comrades" because of weaknesses 
that have arisen and also as regards our position with 
the left and progressive forces in order to win them to 
our position. 

Hall said his article will appear in "Political 
Affairs" and will be ssnt to a couple of thousand leading 
figures throughout the country asking for opinions and 
discussion,, 

James Allen stated the title of the article is 
"The Dangerous Crises of War*" The article which was 
read by Allen defends the Soviet Union for resuming 
nuclear tests and condemns the United States for stalling in 
the disarmament talks as well as the United States position 
as regards Germany and Berlin* The article points out that 
the Soviet Union was the first nation to stop nuclear testing 
despite the fact that the United States has set off many more 
bombs than the Soviet Union* It notes that France, a NATO 
power, continued testing during the moratorium and the 
results of these tests were probably available to the United 
States 0 

The article also states that NATO is fast becoming 
a nuclear power and if it does, nuclear weapons to West 
Germany will surely follow. The United States and NATO are 
condemned for troop build .up in Europe, which foresedthe 
Soviet Union to take action to defend itself. 

The article states that total disarmament is 
necessary and then a nuclear test ban will become possible. 
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Following the reading of Hall's report, comments 
were made regarding it. 

George Meyers stated that it was a real shock when 
the Soviets resumed testing and some comrades felt that to 
oppose this testing would be an anti-Soviet act, but that 
this feeling disappeared after a few days. 

William Weinstone stated the Soviet Union's action 
on nuclear testing would not have happened unless there w*s 
the danger of war and the acuteness of war has not penetrated 
sufficiently. 

Carl Winter said the fundamental JPIg^ch of 
Communists everywhere is based on the mai ^f^J^f 
our movement. He said there was nothing in the a^icie 
wherein war is regarded as favorable or desirable. There

Mickey Lima commented that this Party should make 
clear to the people that the Soviet Union's actions had to 
be taken in order for them to strengthen their defenses. 

They resumed nuclear testing because President 
Kennedy had indicated that the United States was getting 
ready to test. 
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Dr. Herbert Aptheker echoed the comments of Lima 
and said the article should be released as soon as possible, 
but more emphasis should be made of the defensive purposes 
of the Soviet Unions actions. 

A proposal was made that Ben Davis and Gus Hall 
make a national tour on the Peace question and it was 
adopted without objection. 

James Tormey remarked that he has been on loan 
from the Kings County CP to work on the Defense Committee 
and would like to be relieved as of October 1, 196l. He 
recommended that he be replaced by a member of the NEC, 
possibly Carl Winter. 

According to Tormey, 300 signatures have been 
obtained on a petition to the President of the United 
States ctfder to present th e* petition the first week of 
October?" Tormey said attempts are being made to arrange for 
a personal interview with the President. 

Tormey, speaking of the National Assembly for 
Democratic Rights (NADR), scheduled for September 23 - 24, 
1961, said it is having a considerable impact on all quarters 
of "our country." He claimed that this mobilization for 
the National Assembly has achieved a new unity in the broadest 
form among left forces in the United States that has been 
obtainable for a number of years. 

Tormey said that from the NADR appeals will be 
addressed co the American people to alert them to the 
dangers of the Supreme Court decisions and to let them 
know they have the power to prevent the return of Mc Carthyism 
and that a victory can be wen over forces like the Bireh 
Society who are trying to scuttle the Bill of Rights. He 
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foresaw the possibility of a broader national movement 
emerging as a result of the NADR and commented that "if 
the National Assembly results in 50 or 100 committees 
throughout the U.S. it will justify everything that took 
place . " 

Tormey pointed out that the Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties has played a key role in the 
preparation for the Assembly. 

Reports were given as to the number of persons 
expected to attend the NADR from various areas of the 
United States and the total expected came to approximately 
1,200. 

There was some discussion concerning the Negro 
American Labor Council (NALC) with Jack Stachel proposing 
that an effort be made in every union, where possible, to 
set up some form of committee which would have some 
connection with and work under the leadership of the NALC. 
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There are transmitted herewith ten copies 
of a letterhead memorandum concerning the first day*s 
session of a two day meeting of the enlarged NEC, CPTJSA, ' 
held in CP Headquarters, NYC, on 9/19/61.

Irving Potash opened the meeting and 



gave a Trade Union report which included two main 
topics: a), the auto situation, and, b). questions 
regarding the Teamsters Union, 



Potash presented a review of the background 



and current status of the auto situation with emphasis 
on the United Auto Workers (UAW) program, the General 
Motors strike .and the settlement entered into by the UAW 
and the American Motors Corporation. Potash described the 
UAW program as a good one, although it does not accept all 
of the proposals of progressive forces and particularly 
it does not definitely endorse the demand for a 30 hour 
week. 



Potash stated that the vital question of Job 



insecurity and unemployment were forgotten by Walter 
Reuther and there is no indication that they :ever 
entered into the negotiations. He said that many 
auto workers are dissatisfied with the General Motors 
contract. The auto workers are fighting hard for a 
settlement of local and plant grievances before they give 
up their strike. 



1. The corporations have displayed the 
utmost arrogance and aggression. 



In summation Potash remarked: 
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2. The Kennedy Administration, with its 
pressure for settlement, told the corporations to hold out 
for concessions. 

3. Walter Reuther»s cold- war attitude 
repudiated the vital Remands of the workers and the 
unemployed. 

4. The auto workers have displayed great 
militancy and determination in the face of confusion 
fostered by the top union leadership. 

5. Local UAW officers have shown a greater 
sensitivity to the needs and demands of the workers. 

As regards the CP, Potash said that two 
things are clear in this situation; first the Party 
should not Join in any way in the glorification of 
Reuther and, secondly the Party should wait until the 
workers conclude and approve a settlement. The Party 
should do everything in its power to encourage every 
expression of militancy on the part of the auto workers. 

Potash briefly discussed the Teamsters Union 
and said its program calls for the utmost solidarity and 
participation, especially in its organizing efforts, 

Carl Winter, following Potash's report, said 
the Party has to develop a program with regard to the 
Teamsters. Union. (James) Hoffa is trying to become 
the leader of this union and is fighting the regional 
leaders who are in power. Hoffa is looking for 
help and militancy and he has approached many original, 
founders of the UAW, knowing full well their general left 
orientation and association. 
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Anton Krchmarek said that the Teamsters Union 
are moving in and organizing workers in areas that have 
long been neglected. As an example, Krchmarek said 
they have taken over the ' $unk yard workers in 
Cleveland, which is 90$ colored. He said the general 
direction of the Teamsters. Union is forward and 
"our approach 'to it has to be a positive one. 
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Gus Hall spoke of certain historic weaknesses which 
have been allowed to remain in the Party which should have 
been eliminated. He commented n one of these is the history 
of the question of joining other socialist groups and for 
a Party of a broader type/' According to Hall, failure 
to correct such an idea has left a myth in the Party that it 
is inevitable that sooner or later this Party will join with 
other socialist forces. He said this must be rejected as 
basically false and dangerous, "for when you accept that you 
are going to look on the Party as an interim organization 
and you aren't going to fight for the Party, then you 
have liquidation! st ideas." 

Hall said that another wrong concept is that any 
new broad organization will be something less than a Marxist- 
Leninist party. He continued that nothing should be put on 
a temporary basis above the Party or its goals and the idea 
should be destroyed once and for all that ,r we are looking for 
a replacement for this Party. We need to be fanatical in 
defense of the Party. 11 

James Lustig reported on "The Worker, u stating 
that certain difficulties must be overcome and enumerated 
them, as follows: 

1. A content must be brought into the paper 
that reflects the lives and problems of the rank and file 
workers in a manner which will make interesting reading. 

2. Greater effort must be made to get new 
subscriptions and increase circulation. 

3* An additional expense of $55 > 000 a year is 
being undertaken in connection with the issuance of the mid- 
week edition of "The Worker, u thus raising the problem of 
obtaining additional funds. 
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Luatig said the change in the make-up of the paper, 
the obtaining of new subscribers and the securing of finances 
must be accomplished simultaneously. He noted that a 
conference is scheduled for September 30, 196l, at which 
approximately 150 people from the New York State area will 
be present and that from this conference will be organized 
the fbrces which will carry on the mass circulation of the 
paper in front of union halls, in front of shops and in 
selected neighborhoods. 

According to Lustig, the Sunday Worker alone 
has a deficit of $90,000 every single year and with the 
increase in expenditures this deficit will rise to $125* 000* 
He remarked that, in the past, $60,000 a year was raised 
to cover the deficit, but now additional money must be raised to 
cover the new deficit. 

Arnold Johnson, reporting on behalf- of a subcommittee 
on peace, said, "We must guarantee that the organization in 
the center — the Commission on International Affairs and Peace — 
will give constant attention to all developments and see 
that proposals are carried out." He said the subcommittee 
proposes that the article of Gus Hall (discussed at 
September 19* 1961 session) be published in "Political 
Affairs h and that it be published as a folder for immediate 
discussion among all potential peace forces and others, 
including labor leaders, clergymen, Negro leaders, feature 
writers, editors, radio and television commentators, members 
of Congress, public officials and others. He added that the 
article should be the basis for club discussion within the 
Party for full mobilization of the Party in peace activities. 

With respect to literature and leaflets, Johnson 
said a check should be made on the distribution and use of 
the pamphlet, "Strategy and Revenge," in order to see whether 
there is need for another edition. He commented that use 
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should be made of the book by Khrushchev on Germany published 
by Cross Roads Press. 

Johnson remarked that a peace information center 
should be established in New York without waiting for 
crystallization of a new peace organization and that the 
peace information center make available the material and 
proposals which come out of the broad peace movement. 

Johnson recommended that preparation of a series of 
leaflets answering individual questions dealing with peace which 
would also be published in "The Worker" and other papers on 
disarmament and (nuclear bomb) tests; Berlin and Germany; 
peace, and employment; how to make the U.N. effective, 
including the issue of China, Africa, etc.; the end of 
colonialism; the question of discrimination, youth and peace . 
He said the Party should proceed with steps in all parts of 
the country, together with other peace forces, to help bring 
into existence an additional peace organization to combat the 
war danger and recognize that such an additional organization 
need not be in conflict with existing peace organizations. 

Johnson called for organized national attention to 
special meetings of "The American Soviet Committee" in the 
month of November and said these meetings should be used 
to broaden peace action, particularly among youth and in 
trade unions. 

With regard to memorializing William Z. Foster *s 
role in the Party, Ben Davis proposed that condolences sent 
from all individuals and organizations be acknowledged and 
further, that the National Board get out a resolution of a 
very brief nature setting out what the Party is going to do 
to honor the contribution of Foster. 

A bronze plaque to be placed on the building housing 
the national headquarters of the CP, USA or in a school or 
library of the CP was proposed but a decision was held in abey- 
ance pending further discussion Of ways and means to honor 
Foster l s memory.

" The following report concerns a national C.P. meeting 
which was held at C.P. U.S.A. headquarters, 23 W. 26th Street, 
New York City, 8/13/61. The purpose of the meeting was to discuss a 
"Draft Resolution on the Liquidationist Group in New York . 

Those attending the meeting were GUS HALL, BENJAMIN 
J. DAVIS. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, DOROTHY HEALEY, JAMES JACKSON, 
WILLIAM WEINSTONE, JACK STACHEL, IRVING POTASH, CARL WINTER, 
CHARLENE ALEXANDER, JOSEPH BRANDT, ARNOLD JOHNSON, PHIL BART, 
BETTY: < GANNETT, JAMES ALLEN, JACOB GREEN, HYMAN LUMER, EVELYN 
WEINER, MICKEY LIMA, WILLIAM PATTERSON, and DANNY RUBIN. 

During the morning of April 11, 1961, the day of 
the meeting, GEORGE MEYERS, and 

JACOB GREEN, left Baltimore, Maryland at about 7:15 a «^« 
MEYERS is the chairman of the Maryland - D.C. C.P. District, 
and GREEN is the district organizer for that area. MEYERS 
brought with him his wife and two children. 

MEYERS, his family, and GREEN registered at the 
Chelsea Hotel, 23rd Street and 7th Avenue in New York City 
at about 12:15 p.m. 

After registration at the hotel, GREEN 
went to C.P, headquarters at about 1:25 p.m. 

Just prior to the meeting, GREEN met with BEN 
DAVIS, a national secretary of the CP., who informed GREEN 
of the purpose of the meeting that was to be held that 
afternoon. 

At 3:15 p.m., the meeting was called to order by 
GUS HALL, who acted as chairman. 

After the opening statements by HALL, WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE read the four-page resolution, "Draft Resolution on 
the Liquidation! st Group in New York" . 

In the discussion that followed it was brought out 
that BEN DAVIS had associated himself with the Liquidation! st 
Group. DAVIS was criticized freely for joining himself with 
this organization. 

HALL then requested a vote on the statement just read, 
and the statement was unanimously approved including DAVIS. 
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The group had a break of about ten minutes and then 

returned. 

HALL then wrote the name WILLIAM Z. FOSTER on a 
blackboard. HALL said pointing at the name that when FOSTER 
went to the Soviet Union, he wrote a long statement of one- 
hundred or more pages which was a criticism of the leadership 
of the CP. U.S.A. and gave it to the Central Committee of 
the Soviet Union. HALL said that FOSTER'S statement was re- 
jected by the U.S.S.R. Central Committee. 

HALL then said pointing to the blackboard that this 
man also had differences concerning the 8lst Party Statement 
and expressed his views and these views were also rejected by 
the Central Committee of the Soviet Union. 

HALL said that the Central Committee of the Soviet 
Union was concerned about the worldwide activities of various 
Communist Parties, but did not feel it would be proper to direct 
every phase of the activities of these Parties. 

HALL again pointing to FOSTER'S name on the blackboard 
said that in the Soviet Union, they felt that FOSTER was a good 
man, but old. 

HALL then said that he had personally been advised by 
the Central Committee of these facts. 

HALL then wrote the name HENRY WINSTON on the black- 
board. Pointing to the name, HALL said that everyone present 
was aware of the fact that WINSTON had been away in Prison for 
eleven years and had suffered great hardships for the CP. U.S.A. 
HALL said that WINSTON should be reimbursed for his sacrifices. 
He said that WINSTON was sick and needed help. He said a proposal 
was being set forth that would include WINSTON and then he wrote 
on the blackboard National Committee, Vice Chairman of Ifeirty , 
HALL asked the group if there were any objections to WINSTON 
being placed on these bodies and appointed to those positions. 
There was no objection. 

HALL then wrote on the blackboard the word, PAUL. It 
is believed that he was referring to PAUL ROBESON, JR. HALL said 
pointing to the name that this individual hadn't been active for 
sometime and he was continually coming into Party headquarters 
and trying to pressure HALL into doing things for him. HALL 
said he tried to help the man, but couldn't get any value out 
of his acitivites and felt that something should be done about 
him. HALL added that PAUL wanted to resign from the national 
leadership and the Party; 
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A discussion followed in which some felt that they 
should talk to PAUL and find out what his troubles were. It 
was finally decided that this should be further discussed at 
a national committee meeting to be held the next day. 

HALL then wrote the words MIKE C. and NAT on the black- 
board. 

HALL pointed to these words and said that these two 
individuals had been members of the national leadership out of 
New York for quite a while and that lately their activities 
had been unhealthy and contrary to national policies of the 
CP. U.S.A. He said that they hadn't attended national com- 
mittee meetings for sometime. 

HALL then said that the time was right for the removal 
of such people from leadership. He said he had held discussions 
with these individuals and it was completely unsatisfactory.

NY 3347-S* furnished the following concerning the 
meeting of the "Craftsman's Club" on 9/5/61, which was held 
from 6:45 p.m. to 10:25 p.m.: 

AARON WOOL opened the meeting stating that this 
meeting was called as a membership meeting of the Printing 
Trades Section in order to discuss certain events that had 
been transpiring in the New York Distr./ct of the CP and which 
were discussed at the most recent section committee meeting. 
WOOL stated that he was. disappointed at the small turnout 
which was mainly due to members still being on vacation but 
that he felt those present this evening represented a cross 
section of the Printing Trades Section. 

He next called for a minute of silence tribute to 
"Comrade" P0STER> who died the previous week end. 

WOOL then introduced "Comrade" BART as the main 
speaker.

Phil Bart was chairman of the meeting. 

James Tormey delivered a preliminary report on 
the NADR which was held in New York City, September 23-24, 
1961. His report was in part as follows: 

1. About 1100 to 1200 delegates attended the 
Assembly thus serving notice on all those who would 
"scuttle" civil rights in this country thai* a major 
"fight-back" is being developed against the implications 
of the Smith and McCarran Acts. 

2. The Assembly demonstrated the ability of 

the "left" to enlist a live struggle around the question of the 
right of the CPUSA to exist as a feature of American life. 

3. The Assembly was particularly successful 

in that 160 sponsors were obtained for the initial calling 
of the Assembly. 

4. An effective unity of the Party with many 
elements of the "non-Party left" was achieved, thereby 
portending effective work in the future. 

. 5. The success of the Assembly is already 
manifesting itself in a higher morals and feeling of 
confidence in the Party, 

Tormey listed the following problems and 
weaknesses indicated by the Assembly: 

1, Had a direct approach been made to the 
ECLC (Emergency Civil Liberties Committee) and other 
existing mass organizations in the very early period 
of preparation for the NADR, it would have been possible 
to achieve the initiation of the NADR on a much broader 
basis. 
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2. The Party by a series of circumstances 
tended "bo hug this movement tooclose to ourselves," A 
greater degree of ownership should have been achieved in 
organizing the Assembly. 

3. The delegations from the various states 
were too predominantly from the ranks of the Party, 

4. There was a weakness in respect to Negro 
participation and it was inadequate in terms of numbers. 

5. The Party did not adequately involve its 
own trade union forces. 

6. The Party failed to bring forward adequately 
the role of the Citizens Committee For Constitutional 
Liberties (CCFCL). 

Tormey suggested that a fight be made against 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) 
in its attempt to intimidate the sponsors and participants 
of the NADR, He said every facility available and. every 
force that the Party can obtain should be mobilized to 
bring pressure on the HCUA which he alleged is trying to 
create an atmosphere "around the Supreme Court in order 
to thwart the Party's efforts for a rehearing." 

According to Tormey, Joe Brandt and Miriam 
Priedlander had a meeting with the ECLC. and arrangements 
were made for a mass meeting to be held in Washington 
on Sunday night (no date was stated, but apparently 
the meeting is scheduled for this coming Sunday, 
October 1, 1961.) Tormay said that an advertisement 
,is to appear in "The Washington Post on Monday", 
^presumably October 2, 1961). In addition the "Anti- 
HUAC Committee" has instructed its Washington Committee 
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to issue a leaflet for mass distribution on Sunday and 
Monday "exposing the intent of the House Un-American 
Committee" in issuing subpoenas to sponsors and parti- 
cipants of the NADR, Tormey proposed that a small 
committee be formed to examine ways and means of strengthening 
the work being done by the CCFCL, He said emphasis should 
now be shifted from the NADR to the CCFCL so that this 
committee can benefit greatly from the new atmosphere 
created by the NADR, The Citizens Committee should 
develop its relationships with all existing forces 
throughout the country and ifcnQrease its connections 
with the committees that will be formed as a result 
of the program of the Assembly, 

Joseph Brandt challenged the veracity of 
Tormey 1 s statement that there is such a thing as an 
established Citizens Committee that has the capacity 
to do the work outlined by Comrade Jim (Tormey), 

Brandt said that he feels there is an 
"embryonic form "which with proper attention, direction 
and leadership can be developed into the type Citizens 
Committee which would qualify to answer the needs of 
the Party, He said it was his personal opinion that should 
a crisis develop of a nature where "this leadership" 
depends upon the present Citizens Committee to literally 
bail it out in the sense of obtaining bail money and 
lawyers, he "would be very sorry to be one of the 
defendants and to depend upon that kind of an approach," 
He said that the present committee is not equipped or 
prepared to be of help at the present moment, 

Gus Hall described the NADR as a united front- 
movement and said that it is his belief that committees 
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formed in the various localities are not necessarily going 
to be identical* Some committees will work only through the 
NADR, while others will work independently on problems in 
particular areas. 

Discussion was held concerning subpoenas issued to 
persons connected with the NADR by the HCUA for appearances 
on Monday, October 2, 1961. It was mentioned that Joseph 
Brandt and Professor Louise Pettibone Smith have received 
subpoenas. Brandt said that he had talked to Professor 
Smith and suggested that she issue a statement because 
she was one of the initiating sponsors of the NADR. 
He suggested that the statement contain two points: 
(l) That these hearings are held at a time when the 
Supreme Court has just reconvened and, therefore, the 
HCUA is attempting to influence the Supreme Court; 
(2.) the HCUA is trying not only to intimidate the 
Supreme Court, but also those who participated in the 
NADR apparently because the Assembly was held for the 
purpose of organizing against repressive measured, 
especially the Smith and McCarran Acts, 

Brandt said that Professor Smith had furnished 
him with a statement which will appear in "The Worker" 
wherein surprise is expressed at the fact that the 
HCUA would undertake an investigation of a meeting, called 
for the sole purpose of voicing agreement with four 
Justices of the United States Supreme Court. Brandt said 
that this statement is also going out in the form of a 
Special Delivery letter to the 160 sponsors of the NADR 
asking them to send telegrams or take whatever action they 
wish condemning the action of the HCUA. 
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Miriam Eriedlander said that she felt a 
special commendation should be given to those who worked 
on the NADR in that (l) as a result of the Assembly "a 
permanent form" has emerged which will continue to work 
on the Smith and McCarran Acts; and (2) there will be 
a continued development of united front activity* 

Jack Stachel described the NADR as highly 
successful and commented that the work of Joe Brandt was 
indispensable in. the preparations for the NADR. 

Jack Stachel proposed that Joe Brandt prepare 
a pcospectus for the NADR and Miriam Eriedlander do the 
same for the GCPCL and the documents be then submitted 
to "our committee" which includes Gus Hall., Ben Davis., 
Phil Bart and Stachel. He said that deliberation could 
then be had on further steps to be taken in connection 
with these organizations. 

James Allen then reported briefly on President 
Kennedy *s speech before the United Nations, wherein he 
merely stated what the President had said without offering 
any suggestion as to what the Party line should be with 
respect to the speech* 

Gus Hall commented that he felt the President's 
speech indicated a very wide split in the Kennedy 
Administration. 

William Weinstone suggested that the Party 
should put forward the slogan "no war over the Berlin 
situation. "

DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS (NADR) 



A source advised on August 23, 196l, that an enlarged 



meeting of the Communist Party, United States of America 
(CPUSA), National Executive Committee (NEC) was held in New 
York City on June 10-11, 196l, at CP Headquarters, 23 West 
26th Street, New York^New York. 



According to the source, the main topic of discussion 



at this meeting was the CP's plans in regard to combating the 
June 5, 1961 decision of the United States Supreme Court 
requiring the CP to register with the Attorney General of the 
United States, as a Communist action organization, pursuant to 
the provisions of the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the . 
court 1 s decision of the same date, upholding the April 21, 1955 
conviction of Junius Scales under the Smith Act provision covering 
membership in the CP. 



This source further advised that Jack Stachel, a 



member of the National Committee (NC), CPUSA, addressed this 
meeting and spoke on the need of bringing into being a national 
defense conference on behalf of the CPUSA. Stachel then listed 
a number of individuals, indicating that they were characteristic 
of a national body of liberals and progressives, who should be 
approached and convinced to take the leadership in organizing 
such a national conference. 



The source further stated that as a result of this 



meeting and other meetings of CP functionaries, the National 
Assembly For Democratic Rights (NADR) was organized. According 
to the source, this group has issued a call to action in defense 
of the Constitution of the United States and the preservation 
of the Bill of Rights and has scheduled an assembly to be held 
at St. Nicholas Arena, New York City, on September 23-24, 1961. 
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The source further advised that a leaflet 
issued by the NADR announcing this assembly contains a partial 
list of sponsors of the NADR. Included in this list of in- 
dividuals are the same individuals mentioned by Stachel as 
persons to be contacted in the organizing of such an assembly. 

According to the source, the offices of the 
NADR are located at 118 East 28th Street, Room 703, New York 
City. Joseph Brandt, who the CP has placed in charge of the 
dissemination of literature of the NADR, is employed at this 
office. 

Another source on January 31* 1961, identified Joseph 
Brandt as a member of Club Number 2 of the Upper West Side CP 
Section, New York District CP. 

A third source made available on August 24, 1961, a 
leaflet captioned, "What is the National Assembly for Democratic 
Rights." This leaflet, which states that it was published 
by the NADR, 118 East 28th Street, New York, New York, reads 
as follows: 

"The National Assembly For Democratic Rights is a 
single - action undertaking. It is confined to bringing together 
in NYC, on September 23-24, an all-inclusive gathering from 
all parts of the United States — of representatives and supporters 
of every plea for reversal or non-application of the June 5th 
decisions of the Supreme Court on the Smith and McCarran Acts. 
Its object is to rally public opinion and give organized voice 
to the defense of Constitutional freedoms, especially as guaranteed 
by the First and Fifth Amendments, endangered by these five to 
four rulings of the Court. 

"The National Assembly is being initiated and 
organized by a number of citizens, each acting as individuals, 
concerned with the preservation of democratic rights. Sponsorship 
of this gathering implies no more than agreement with any 
essential aspect of the dissenting opinions of Chief Justice 
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"Warren or of Justice Black, Douglas or Brennan on the 
membership clause of the Smith Act and the registration 
provisions of the McCarran Act. 

"Pull and equal participation in the Assembly is open 
to all who are at least in such minimum agreement in order to 
register, in concert, the desire of those for whom they may 
speak, that all branches of the Government should withhold 
application of these repressive measures by whatever means are 
within their power. No further commitment is required as a 
condition for participation, nor is jfc to be implied by virtue 
of taking part in this gathering* Neither is it intended that 
the Assembly shall entertain any resolutions or decisions 
bearing upon controversy or differences among its constituent 
about any other matter „ 

"The National Assembly for Democratic Rights is not 
a permanent or continuing organization. Rather than enrolling a 
membership of its own, it will count upon revitalized activity 
by all groups devoted to constitutional liberties, and upon 
greater unity of effort amongst them, to carry forward the 
necessary work in defense of democratic rights* 

"After adjournment of the National Assembly, its 
sponsors may choose to intensify their effors — each in his 
own way — through existing permanent organizations, to achieve 
the purposes for which we shall have met, hopeful that our 
gathering may have awakened the conscience of our country and 
helped rouse it to save its democratic heritage and future."

Bassett related that the mass voter registration 
campaign was suggested as a means of breaking down the bars 
to voting through a sheer weight of numbers. SCLC, together 
with the "NAACP, Urban League, Negro Education Fund, CORE, 
along with other groups, will 1 conduct a block by block, door 
by door registration campaign throughout the whole South. The 
campaign is to open within 30 days in Montgomery, Alabama. 

Bassett stated that Reverend Martin Luther King 
said a $100,000.00 budget has been set aside for this 
campaign. 

According to Bassett, there was a great deal of 
discussion at the conference regarding the question of a 
non-violent army. 

He said that there was no red-baiting at the 
conference, in which every state in the South was represented. 
He said Reverend King estimated a membership of about 200,000, 
including affiliates. On the question of money, it was stated 
that $56,000.00 was raised in New York. Labor unions contributed 
about $5*000.00 

Phil Bart, following Bassett* s report, stated that 
the main mass movement of the Negro people has been to the 
left. He said to improve the Negro position, there has to 
be a mass movement of the white people. 

Benjamin J. Davis, Jr. stated that what is needed 
is to build the OP in the South and it should be done right 
away.

James Allen gave a brief report on the Syrian 
situation. He said the new regime set-up is composed of 
big land owners and militarists. The question arises as 
to whether the United States Government was behind the 
Syrian revolt. It is a complex situation and the danger 
in the situation, is what United States Imperialism can do 
from the point of view of expanding the base of reaction 
in the Middle East. 

Benjamin J. Davis, Jr., commenting on the Syrian 
situation, said it is necessary for "us" to take note of 
the role of United States Imperialism there and not to 
overestimate what United States Imperialism can do. 

James Allen concluded the discussion by stating 
the Party could help in the Syrian situation by pointing 
out the actual danger inherent in this and its misuse by 
reaction.

Supreme Court .decision regarding the Smith and 
McCarran Acts. 

"Plans were made by the eaueus to contact people during 
the week of September 25, 196l, and influence them to 
write President KENNEDY and the Attorney General to 
urge a rehearing by the TJ. S. Supreme Court, in its 
decision concerning the Smith and McCarran Acts. A 
delegate from Baltimore suggested that the NADR 
promote a pilgrimage to Washington,. D. „C, and this 
suggestion was turned, over to ..the .main. Assembly. 
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"FRANCES 0ABOW praised the Philadelphia group for 
getting out 5*000 pieces of mail concerning the NADR 
and for arranging to have 200 individuals from 
Philadelphia attend the Assembly. 

""Following the caucuses there were reports to the 
conference from the' Chairman of these caucuses.

Among those present were Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, CPUSA, who served as Chairman; Phil Bart, 
Organisational Secretary, CPUSA; William Patterson, 
Chairman of the Hew Zork District, CPUSA; Ben Davis, 
National Secretary, CPUSA and Mimi Eriedlander, Asrctold

It was stated the Party should continue its 
struggle using three basic points: 

1. The fact that the people will continue to 
fight for their rights. 

2. The expectation that people would support 
the Party's fight 

3. The fact that constitutional questions have 
not been resolved, 

William Weinstone suggested the sending of 
telegrams to all state organizations saying "we" will 
continue the struggle and that they should do likewise. 
He also stated the Party should consider a nation-wide 
tour by leading comrades or, possibly, protest delegations 
to the Attorney General, 

Mimi Priedlander said a committee might go 
to the President, or write to him, stating this decision 
would be a great injury to the reputation of the United 
States and urge that a citizens committee be set up to 
look into the matter. She said constitutional questions 
are involved and that the President has to be "pressed" 
to take the lead in dealing with constitutional questions. 

Jack Stachel pointed out the necessity of 
working with other forces in combatting the Supreme Court 
decision.

"The refusal by the Supreme Court to rehear 
arguments on the anti-democratic McCarran Act will not 
halt the Communist Party in its continuing struggle to 
defend the Constitution and its Bill of Rights. This 
refusal is a continuation of the Supreme Court *s whittling 
away of the democratic rights of the American people 
and is a part of the ever-increasing deterioration of the 
political life and in the direction of war and the 
suppression in the United States which has proceeded under 
the conspiratorial direction of the reactionary forces 
inside and outside the Kennedy Administration without 
effective enough opposition from the liberal and democratic 
forces. 

"The Communist Party charges that the Supreme 
Court evaded its responsibility in refusing to hear 
arguments as to the constitutionality of the inhuman 
punishment visited upon the McCarran Act victims or to 
re-examine the evidence of porjury involved in the arrival 
of the original decision by the Subversive Activities 
Control Board. 

"The denial by the Supreme Court of a rehearing

Miriam Friedlander asserted that in the last 
few days, since the refusal of #je Supreme Court of the 
United States to grant the CP a rehearing in connection 
with its decision requiring the Party to register, there 
have been numerous offers of individuals to participate 
in the fight against the McCarran Act and to support any 
rallies conducted by the Citizens Committee for Constitutional 
Liberties (CCFCL), which is now recognized as the center 
of organization*!!

According to Friedlander, the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and others are confident that this 
legal fight oan be carried on by the Party for some two to 
ten years. She said the Party must continue to have rallies 
and meetings to reach the greatest number of people and 
enlist their support in the struggle against the McCarran Q^) 

Eriedlander called for a petition campaign, 
newspaper advertising, leaflet distribution and the building 
and strengthening of local committees * She said that the 
CCFCL will carry the greatest responsibility and has already 
reached people in forty different areas with telegrams on 
the general direction of actions.

Jack Stachel proposed that the Party itself send 
out a 1000 word leaflet in the form of an appeal to the 
American people for support in the fight against the McCarran nc X 
Act. " £<) 

William. Patterson noted the need to develop defensive 
action should the government, through the Attorney General, 
seek to enforce the McCarran Act, " g§T/ 

Arnold Johnson pointed out that a petition signed 
by 322 persons had been sent to the Write House, He commented 
that "it seems strange that the press has universally ignored 
the petition". He then speculated that the White House / 
may be using the so-called "self- censorship" and has asked 
the press to ignore the petition . y^K 

Danny Rubin said the press has minimized the effect 
of the Supreme Court decision and Party literature must 
point out that the effect of the decision must not be 
minimized. He said other groups must be contacted to show 
them that they too have a stake in this decision.

According to Rubin, someone should concentrate in the 
fields of labor, youth, churches, etc* He said material 
from the Citizens Committee should be sent to campuses 
through political science departments and law schools, 

Joseph Brandt described the use of the Citizens 
Committee for further action as erroneous. He said to 
use this committee as a base "is too narrow" but to start 
off with the 160 sponsors of the National Assembly For r- i 
Democratic Rights (NADR) and the 320 signers of the petition 
to the President is to start off with a base that has been 
prepared for the last three or four months* Brandt asserted 
a committee of 20 or more citizens of the type mentioned by 
him is needed in order to raise $100,000. bail money 
within the next 40 days. He proposed that he make a 
trip throughout the country "right now" as he is already 
established as a member of the organizing committee of 
the NADR and that he contact sponsors of the NADR3n 
various areas to get them to initiate a movement in their 
territory to fight against the Supreme Court decision. 



James Tormey stated he had identified himself to 
the ACLU as the legal director of the CP and they 
decided to assign a separate lawyer to him* According 
to Tormey, he understands the lawyer assigned him is 
one of the best in the country,

Phil Bart noted the difference of opinion between 
Kriedlander and Brandt and said any differences can be 
worked out betwwen the Citizens Committee and the NADR 
without conflict in this field in which both have a great 
amount of work to perform.

Louis Weinstock proposed special committees to 
deal with Trade Union participation as well as international 
womens* and Jewish Federations 8 participation. 

Jack Stachel proposed that a temporary committee 
meet with Arnold Johnson, Jim r jSbm.ey 9 Joe Brandt and 
Miriam Priedlander to iron out existing conflicts. He 
said they can then recommend* if they desire, a permanent 
defense committee. He suggested the temporary committee be 
composed of Gus Hall, William Patterson and Phil Bart. 

Stachel *s proposal was adopted.

Gus Hall announced that there will he a meeting of 
the National Executive Committee (NEC) on October 20-21, 
1961. 

Michael Davidow reported on the Brotherhood Party, 
a new political party in New York, stating that "this is not 
a fly-by-night organization" but a group that can get out 
a sizable vote* He said this party is beginning to take 
hold as far as labor is concerned and "I think this is a great 
opportunity for us - the more of our people working in these v 
channels, the greater the push it will give us." ^cC/ 

Gus Hall said the Brotherhood Party is not going 
to be "to our liking" in many ways. He stated it is not 
going to be like the American Labor Party (ALP) and the 
CP should be very careful on the question of how it deals 
with the Brotherhood Party 

Ben Davis said it is necessary to unite "the left" 
with more advanced forces and the Brotherhood Party cannot 
do this - only the CP can do it. ^&<7 

Irving Potash proposed that the CP help insure the 
permanence of the Brotherhood Party by working hard for it and 
going from house to house to get votes. 

The meeting adjourned with no decision reached on 
what the CP should do with reference to the Brotherhood Party

HEALEY. 

PHIL BART announced the following agenda: 
September 19, 196|: 

1. The Berlin Situation. 

2. Party defense matters 

3. The Negro American Labor Council (NALC) 
September 20, 1961: 

1. Trade unions 

2. Report on Electoral campaigns 

3. party matters 

The meeting was opened by JACK STACHEL, who reported 
on the present situation in Berlin and the resumption of 
nuclear tests by the Soviet Union. This was followed by a 
report read by JAMES ALLEN concerning the party line on the 
resumption of nuclear tests. This report was followed by 
speeches by HERBERT APTHEKER, CARL WINTER and GUS HALL. 

It was apparent the resumption of nuclear tests had 
created great problems within the CPfSA. The tests had caused 
great shock among the membership, and the leadership was con- 
cerned about the loss of prestige, as well as members, as a 
result. It was obvious that the leadership and the party 
itself was unprepared to answer questions and otherwise justify 
the resumption of the tests. 

While the agenda called for a discussion on the 
Berlin crisis, the test resumption made such a discussion 
secondary in importance. 
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The statement read by ALLEN, and added to during 
the discussion that followed, is to be the basis of the CP 
line on the question of Berlin and atomic testing. 

Among the conclusions adopted as a result of the 
discussion around this item on the agenda, was that the total 
work of the Party should be&> bring the fullest clarity on 
peace questions, and develop these questions on a perspective 
which would move the Party ahead. This should commence with 
statements by the leadership and all segments of the Party on 
the peaee question and followed with the preparation of vast 
amounts of material on all levels of the Party, on all aspects 
of peace. 

It was proposed that the statement read by ALLEN 
as the basis of CP policy on these questions, should appear as 
an article by GUS HALL in "Political Affairs' 1 and be printed 
in quantities totaling about 75 to 100 thousand copies. This 
should be used for mailing all over the country to all levels 
starting with members of Congress, state governments, labor and 
Negro leaders. It should also be distributed to trade union 
groups, church groups, Negro groups and extensive summaries 
of this article should appear in "The Worker", "People's World" 
and the CP language press* It was proposed that this article 
be read before all clubs and discussed briefly. The National 
Office will work out a plan to amplify this article with 
additional publications , 

It was reported that the Party had published 50,000 
copies of the booklet "Strategy of Revenge" and will publish 
more copies and concentrate on the dissemination of it through- 
out the country. The CP will publicize the pamphlet entitled, 
"Khrushchev on Germany", which is a collection of his speeches 
and statements on the German question. It was agreed to prepare 
specific leaflets on auxiliary aspects of Berlin and the nuclear 
tests such as pamphlets on disarmaments, the arms race and 
employment, the U.N. and China, colonialism and discrimination, 
etc. 
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During the discussion on these questions and proposals, 
there emerged the awareness of the need for a peace organization. 
It was pointed out that none of the many peace organizations 
in this country are of the type that the CPUSA can use as a 
"lever." It was decided that a national peace organization 
should be set up, but it is not to be in conflict with the 
existing organizations of this type. It is to be one more 
flexible and pliable to the needs of the CP. 

This peace group will be organized on a step-by- step 
basis. First there will be established in New York City a 
peace information center to gather and correlate and send out 
material on the psace question. From this basis, national peace 
movement will be organized. 

It was decided that this peace organization and the 
CP will encourage all kinds of peace action such as demonstra- 
tions, rallies and marches. One of the speakers pointed out 
here that the CPUSA had been ®temm$ by the English peace 
movement. Its activities have resulted in much publicity 
and the arrest of Lord RUSSELL and the jailing of some 1300 
demonstrators . 

It was agreed that the Party should develop attention 
to help build up and get support around the conference in 
November being held by the National Council of American- Soviet 
Friendship, 

A national tour by HALL and DAVIS was proposed to 
visit all cities in CP Districts to pep up and galvanize 
into action all local CP groups on the above questions. 

(Implicit here is the idea of exerting tremendous 
pressure on the Kennedy Administration to retreat, appease and 
back-down on the Berlin crisis, and the resumption of nuclear 
tests o) 
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In the course of the general discussion surrounding 
AUiEN's statement, there was a hint that the ultra-left in the 
Party was trying to use the resumption of nuclear tests and the 
subsequent inadequacy of CP line concerning these tests as a 
club against the Hall leadership* The example of I I 
in Chicago was cited. In his CP club, he took the line that 
war is not inevitable, CP line is bankrupt and that co-existence 
and peace are hogwastu This was used to show that there are 
pockets of sectarianism and dogmatism in the CP. 

The second item on the agenda dealt with the defense 
activities of the Party and the National Assembly for Democratic 
Rights (NADR) to be held September 23-24, 1961 „ TOW made a 
written report on behalf of the committee in charge of the NADR. 
In the discussion that followed, the main point was what do 
they expect of the NABR and what is expected after this assembly 
is held. 

JOE BRANDT estimated that about 1200 persons will 
attend the NADR. He said the original plan was for 2,000 to 
attend, but with the heavy drop in the expected attendance, 
this would not be possible. He said that only 50 of an expected 
200 from Michigan will attend, and only 25 of an expected 
100 from the West Coast will attend. 

It was apparent from the discussion that a certain 
fear was developing as a result of „ the poor turnout at the 
memorial service for WILLIAM Z e FOSTER held on 9/18/61, at 
Carnegie Hall, New York City, 

JXM TOEMEY, in his report, stated that the NADR is 
having great impact on a segment of people that the CP has 
been separated from for a long time* He said the party is 
attempting to unite with these elements. 
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As to the question of just what the NADR will be, he 
said that mainly after many speeches, it will end with an 
agreement that the NADR will issue to the American people 
a statement to be used as a propaganda vehicle. The statement 
will indicate that McCarthy ism is rising again, that the people 
can prevent it, that victory can be achieved over such reaction- 
ary groups as the Birch Society and it will attempt to instill 
greater efforts in the fight for civil rights and civil liberties. 
The NASR will support a rehearing of the CP's case by the 
Supreme Court, It will demand the non-enforcement of existing 
statutes such a3 the McGarran Act and the Smith Act. It will 
call for the outright repeal of these acts. 

The NA3>R is to be considered a "one shot" deal. 
It is not to be a permanent committee 0 

From the discussion around the NADR, it was indicated 
that there were certain "left" pressures calling for the 
emergence of a permanent national defense organization from this 
NADRo The national leadership isqjposed to this. 

According to the national leadership, the Party 
members are to be orientated not to support the view that the 
NABR should become a permanent organization, In support of this, 
the national leadership believes that the development of this 
organisation is inadequate and its emergence as a permanent 
organization is inopportune at this time* The comrades are 
to favor a looser or fluid type of approach at the NADR. A 
still broader basis for such an organization can be established 
if there is adequate work developed on local levels by the 
formation of local and state committees after the NADR. 
Eventually these locals can merge into a broader national 
organization for which the necessary foundation has not yet 
been laid. 
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The national leadership also pointed out that the 
present 130 sponsors of the NADR agreed and went along on the 
basis that it was an ad hoc proposition. It was felt that if 
they were told that their sponsorship was to be of a permanent 
nature, many may feel betrayed because their name was not used 
for the initial purpose stated. This could result in a break 
with non-CP people with whom the Party has just recently re- 
established contact. The CP leadership is also discouraging 
the idea of the N&DR remaining in existence as an organization, 
in recess to be reconvened. 

The main point is to first establish a much broader 
base on a lower level before the final formation of any 
permanent organisation. 

In the meantime, the Citizens Conraittee for 
Constitutional Liberties (CCCL) will continue as a permanent 
set-up to be used as a handle to prod activity along the 
lines which will emerge from the NADR. The CCCL will also 
be used as a vehicle to handle the defense of possible victims 
of the Smith Act and McCarran Act (comparable to the old Civil 
Rights Congress set-up). All the above proposals were approved 
by the NEC, 

The third item on the agenda was a report by CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOGT on the Negro American Labor Council (NALC) Convention 
to be held November 10, 11 and 12, 1961, in Chicago. According 
to LIGBTFOOji: , this organization is deteriorating and is in 
poorer shape than it was a year ago* He suggested that efforts 
be mads to try to bring some clarity as to the purpose of the 
NALC and to try to revive the local groups of this organization. 
This was an informational report, a&d the discussion that 
followed resulted in the agreement to have the CP everywhere 
expand efforts to prevent the NALC from going under. 
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The second day's session of this NEC meeting was 
chaired by BEN DAVIS. 

IRVING POTASH opened the session with a report on 
trade union matters. His report covered two items: 

1. The situation in the automobile industry around 
the present strikes, and 

2, The situation in the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters. 

POTASH made a detailed examination of the union 
contracts in the auto industry and the continuation of the 
strikes in local areas throughout the United States. He 
sought to prove that the contracts signed by WALTER M OTHER 
were fraudulent and would make the workers carry the burden, 
He said the CP should take a critical, if not denunciatory 
line, toward the statements to point up the fraud therein. 
The CP should be associated with the feelings of these workers 
who are refusing to accept these agreements. He said the CP 
should commence to move into a collision with EEUTHER and his 
leadership. It must not join in the glorification of EEUTHER 
and the settlement of the strikes and must show that there 
were actually no gains made. The Party must acknowledge 
and abet local resentment toward the contracts wherever 
possible. 

As to the Teamsters, POTASH reviewed the union 
history and the role of that union in the present situation. 
He pointed out the contrast of the MEANY and REUTHER line and 
the Teamsters 1 progressive line, which he said was worthy of 
support. He concluded that the CP must take a positive 
view toward the role of JAMES HOFFA in the labor movement and 
while not condoning HOFFAfe negative values, such as his bad 
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record, the CP must take a positive line with regard to 
over- all program and attitude on labor unity, independent 
political action, organizing the unorganized. He said that by 
supporting this line, it could lead to a more meaningful 
and positive stand in the labor movement. This he said 
will be a difficult tactic and it must be done carefully 
and selectively. 

The CP will strive to use HOFFA as an instrument 
in the labor movement to counter the Reuther-Meany cold 
war line. He said that a CP commission will have to be 
formed in the International Brotherhood of Teamsters and 
stated that one now exists in the United Automobile Workers 
of America. He said that a CP conference should be convened 
when the policy lines on these labor questions became more 
clear. 

The second item on the agenda, which was to deal 
with the electoral campaigns in certain cities, was not 
discussed. 

The third item on the agenda, Party matters, was 
handled by PHIL BART. 

Just prior to BART's report, JAMES LUSTIG gave a 
30 minute report on the Mid- Week Worker, pointing out that 
it will increase the Party deficit from $90,000 a year to 
$125,000. He exhorted those present to get more subscriptions, 
and little or no discussion followed. 

BARE then gave a one hour report. It was under- 
stood by those present that BA)3T*s report would supplement 
various plans of the Party relating to a sinking- in process 
or underground, believed necessary as a result of the Supreme 
Court decision against the Party. That teport, however, was 
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almost identical with the report given at the last CP convention. 
He made no reference to underground preparations or f unctionings . 
No mention was made of "umbrellas" or" sinking- in." 

His report was vague and general. He said that the 
Party is dealing with a pronounced danger of liquidation and 
we must guarantee that the CP will stay in being, that the clubs 
will continue to operate as clubs. He said that incidents 
have occurred in which they found that when comrades were 
advised to form a club in the peace movement or some otner 
movement, they took it too literally and became just that. 
Their identity with the CP disappeared. Many seemed to have a 
great desire to get out of the CP and into something new. 

Re said that the Party must go slowly and not run 
ahead* When a change is needed, the leadership will make that 
change, but only when the situation dictates. He said that 
the Party will fight for legality, will see to it that the 
clubs continue to operate, but will make adjustments when 
necessary and as required by events. 

It appears that the total context of his report 
;was a retreat from the line advanced since the Supreme Court 
'(decision, 

(Later when BARE was questioned as to his report, 
knd was asked if it was a complete reversal of decisions made 
recently with regard to going underground and sinking in 
other organizations, his reply was that this x*as just about it. 
f'Ou** experiences in California and other places was that 
Comrades go too far.o. We will have to change it from place 
to place.") 

The first sneaker following BARE 5 s report was GUS 
HALL. HALL spoke angrily and with a great deal of vehemence. 
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He said that we are dealing with the problem of the acts 
of liquidators of the CP, liquidators of the most insidious 
type* ABE UNGER was the most vulger form of liquidator, but 
the most easily fought because his position was clear. He 
said the worst form of liquidationism is not UNGER, but 
is the lack of fight by those CP leaders on behalf of any 
defense of this Party „ It is expressed in the lack of fight- 
ing for the policies of this Party by the leadership. He said 
we must develop new approaches on questions of Party building 
and new standards of Party leadership. 

HALL said we have right here, National Committee 
members who have been present at times when the national line 
is sneered at and the leadership attacked and they kept silent 
and did nothing about it. He said, "I want to know why." 

He referred to his policy article on the right 
danger and pointed out that the leadership tried to mobilize 
membership around it. He said there was no fight for the line 
in the article. He found a refusal to fight for it and 
"almost glee" on the part of some leaders because this article 
was being criticised. "What happens to policy. when it leaves 
here? I thfcak it is mutiliated. What will happen to the CP 
when the CP will not fight for the role of the CP? What 
happened to the line after it left here and how as this line and 
policy article used? What happened to the reports and documents 
of the last National Committee meeting?" 

All this he said relates to whether or not we are 
going to have a CP. 

He pointed out that he discovered a pandering 
attitude of Party leaders toward ex-CP members who had run 
away. He found leaders working with them and soliciting their

advice. HALL said "we do not make virtue of their staying out 
of the CP." He asked how can we have a CP and understand 
its role if there is still floating around the attitude that 
the CP is but a precursor of what will eventually become a 
broader socialist movement. 

HALL said this is the CP. This is not an interim 
caretaking outfit. This is the Marxist Party. He said we need 
tenacious cadre, maybe smaller, but qualitatively they will have 
to be pro- Party cadre. 

It was apparent that HALL's remarks were not fully 
understood by those present. It appears that the vehemence of 
his remarks were felt by the members present in that the 
discussion that followed was extremely vague. Each speaker 
appeared to speak only on the least controversial subjects. 

Following HALL's speech, PAT T00HEY, New Jersey 
State CP Chairman, spoke. SGOEBY was extremely critical of 
HALL, particularly of his statement that the leadership will 
not fight for the Party, its role or itself. T00HEY cited 
examples in his own district in which HALL and national leaders 
failed to back him against dissident elements. 

After several other speakers, HALL commented on 
TOOHEY's remarks. He acknowledged that he was in sympathy 
with TOOHSY's problem in New Jersey and characterized T00HEY 
as a valiant fighter for the line of the CP. He agreed that 
TOOHEY's criticism was valid. He said however that he did not 
feel that the situation in New Jersey was as bad as TOOHEY had 
described it,

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On 9/25/61, furnished an addendum to the 

above report which is as - follows : 

9/25/61 

At the National Executive Committee meeting of 
the Communist Party (CP) National Committee held on 
September 19, 1961, in New York, GUS HALL made reference 
at one point in the discussion on Party policies that recently 
he received a concensus of opinion on the American political 
situation from Marxist leaders who had attended an International 
conference of Party representatives. 

His reference to this report was for the purpose 
of demonstration that the views of important International Party 
leaders on the estimate of the American political situation 
is corresponding with the estimate made by himself and the 
American Party leadership. He implied this had been a very 
important International Party gathering and that the views on the 
American political situation eminating from that conference 
fully concerned the analysis of the relationship of forces in 
the United States and how the CP national leadership had 
correctly sized the situation up. 

At another point in the discussion, he mentioned in 
passing that JOE NORTH, who is presently situated in Havana 
ostensibly as a correspondent for the Party newspaper, "The 
Worker," had conveyed "some thinkings," on our American problems 
made by some international comrades. From the foregoing it 
was gathered there had taken place very recently in Havana 
an international conference of Party leaders of quite wide 
representation. Nothing further is known about the conference 
or its decisions excepting this "view" on the American political 
situation. 
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You will observe an article in the September 24, 
1961 edition of "The Worker." This article is signed by 
JOSEPH NORTH and is titled, "World Eyes Liberty's Fight on 
McCarran Act." This article and the foregoing information 
appear to be akin, however, one thing is clear, the article 
is not in the form of a usual writing of JOSNDBTH whose style 
of writing is well known to all Party people. 



It seems clear that HALL and the National Party 
leadership decided to publicise this support of his policy 
views by putting it in the form of a so-called article and 
publishing it in that form. 

The contents of this so-called article should be 
clearly understood to be the conveyance of views and opinions 
(which to HALL and others are taken as directive) of basic 
policy, estimates and appraisals. The article should be 
examined and analyzed from that point of view. The last 
four paragraphs of this article are highly significant. They 
betoken in an attack upon the administration of the United 
States by international Communist Parties in an effort to render 
support to the CP, USA in its struggle with and against the 
McCarran Act and the ruling of the Supreme Court on June 5.

[inquired if there was any new thinking on 
the part "or rne National Leadership on "Organizational 
Questions" (underground matters) as a result of the nega- 
tive ruling of the US Supreme Court a few days earlier, 

BART replied somewhat at length. He stated they 
have had some further discussions in New York on the 
question. The results of these discussions fully confirm 
the report he made to the NEC meeting oh September 19-20 • 
The contents of this report he agreed was a reversal of the 
projected outlooks contained in the NEC meeting and national 
committee meeting held a month and two months earlier. 
He said our outlook presently is to develop at greater 
lengths the projected views contained ir* his report to the 
NEC on September 19-20. 

He stated their considerations are influenced now 
by 3 or 4 important factors. . One factor is the great danger 
of liquidation of the organization by unwilling and voluntary 
actions . He repeated they had some experiences immediately 
following the June NEC meeting. ; This meeting 3b will be 
recalled projected a schedule for the Party membership being 
deployed into other organizations into a "sinking in" fashion 
and taking on a definite underground type 'existence and 
functions, BART said their immediate experiences- show this 
was an inducement tt> a m&ss dispersal and a loss of the 
organization's identity of Party clubs leading to a probable 
breakdown of the Party organization as such. He affirmed the 
outlook was correct and would probably have to be done later 
in any case> but the way we proceeded to handle it was/^a fashion 
which encouraged a run away. He said certain of our clubs 
became "social groups" and "defense clubs." This was what 
was intended but in reality the. clubs became actually de- 
fense groups and social and other type of clubs with no 
identification of being Party clubs. This and other ex- 
periences, many of them inherent in the nature of the present 
situation, raises the great danger of "liquidationism," which 
must be avoided at all costs. 

~ 2 - 
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Secondly, it would appear we acted with a certain 
amount of precipate speed and undue urgency. The time 
schedule is such that we hold in mind that it isn't necessary 
for us to make a large number of decisions at the very out- 
set designed to cover a whole situation, the future of which, 
is still unclear to us. That is what we did the first week 
of June. The Supreme Court ruling was handed down on June 
5th. Our NEC met that weekend and undertook a whole 
schematic pattern of organizational steps designed to carry 
far into the future. This schematic plan was wrong because 
the situation tends to change from week to week and month to 
month. Therefore we rid ourselves of any feeling of compul- 
sion and urgency at the present time and decided to deal with 
matters as compelled by circumstances as forced to do so by 
events and to the extent we feel it necessary to do so. There 
fore the outlook projected in June anditegust we felt obliged 
to correct on the basis of later thinking. 

Another factor in our thinking was the fact that 
we still have a certain amount of time. For example the 
application of the McCarran Act will take place in various 
stages. We feel it more practical to deal with matters on the 
level of the given stage, and try to foresee what things will 
be like from that stage to the next one. For example, the 
Supreme Court order becomes effective on October 20. As far 
as we can see that will not change matters very much from 
what they have been and are at the present time. Then on 
October 29th, the ruling provides the National Officers 
shall register. What matters will be at that time we will 
examine at that time rather than try to prognosticate and 
rule upon them at an earlier moment. Then on November 19, 
the organization as such is obliged to register. At that 
time we will be able to examine things more concretely. 
Following November 19, there will be 30 day intervals when 
the State and local organizations and functionaries are ob- 
liged to register. This process can stretch out to the new 
year. We have decided it will be best to examine our 
position at each juncture step "by step and provide for the 
next jump. 

Another consideration is,"what will the Department 
of Justice do? Our initial decisions in June and August were 
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clearly on the assumption there would be a mass and rigid 
application of the McCarre»n Act* We sort of assumed a mass 
swoop down from one end of the country to the other and felt 
obliged to take every step in advance to protect the organiza- 
tion* Things are not that simple now* 

If the law is confusing to our lawyers,, it certainly 
is as confusing to the Government, If our lawyers have trouble 
figuring out how far and in which direction the Government will 
move * certainly the Government lawyers have the same prob- 
lem . The legal and constitutional questions are so deli- 
cate that it necessarily obliges the Government to act* In 
view of this we do not feel likely or realistic that the 
Government will, move in the direction we first assumed. 
Rather we feel they will move carefully, probably in the 
form of some ©Lective top prosecution with the objective of 
determining a number of obscure legalities before proceeding 
on a larger scale. If so, the selective prosecutions like all 
others will have a tendency of dragging on for a considerable 
time through the trial court, appelate court and eventually 
US Supreme Court. This has been a factor in our thinking 
also of no need on our part to rush head long on organiza- 
tional question as we proceeded to do in June and August. 
Another factor is if the process of selective top arrests 
take place obviously it will affect several of the top national 
leaders. While these leaders are already under charges and 
are at liberty on bail, any new arrest affecting them would 
not change the status of things as they are at the present 
time in any great degree. Therefore we underestimated and 
somewhat ignored the factor of more time being in our favor 
and this/not compelling us to act upon every question at the 
same time, with a sort of gun at our heads* 

Another factor deep in our thinking is the utiliza- 
tion of every moment of this time to generate the broadest 
United front activities around the defense issue. We commence 
to see this would be materially injured if our groups and 
clubs started to scatter into the direction of liquidation! sm 
and away from mass work. The very best protection of the 
Party organization and members is and will be to the extent 
they are engaged in and enveloped by "mass work" and mass 
connections. Our members and groups could least likely help 
mobilize and influence larger and non Party people in pur be- 
half if these clubs and members themselves- had a view of re- 
treating and falling- back*

Of course, we are realists* There is a law and 
it is effective « Whether we like it or not we are ob- 
liged, to take protective measures to insure the continued 
existence and functioning of the organization and its lower 
segment* Our first outlook is to throw each member and 
each group into concrete m&ss activities around the existing 
issues of the day and particularly arfeuhd peace, defense, 
unemployment, civil liberties. The Party clubs and groups 
must at all costs keep their organizational identity and 
functions. Certainly dues must be paid. New members must 
be recruited. Political and educational work must be con- 
tinued, but the clubs and members must take note of tbspre- 
sent situation and undertake various measures to guarantee 
their functioning and their security. Large clubs should 
be considered a detriment, smaller groups must take their 
place. Each group must have a focal point of specific 
activity and endeavor. They must function as specific 
Party groups and clubs in or near or a part of other 
movements and organizations. They should organize their 
club meetings with greater care. They shcld break the 
habit of meeting too freauently in the same house or same 
hall. 

Realistically we will have to expect casualities. 
We shall have to instill the idea that there are no short- 
cuts, by taking some "protective" measure that all will be 
secured. When the Negro people engaged in the freedom 
drive it was expected in advance there would be reprisals 
and casualities and there were. We have to expect such 
casualities but strive to minimize them and where possible 
utilize them to defeat the attacks against us. 

Another important factor in our thinking which 
cautions against any rush on our* part to settle all things 
at one time is the international situation. At present, 
it is sharp and tense . The repression against us in the 
United States is obviously a counterpart of the sharp 
international situation. It may be playing for "an inside 
straight," but we speculate upon the unevitable abatement 
of this sharp international situation. Surely there Kill 
be a resolution on the Berlin situation in some form or 
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another which will assure a further period of relative peace- 
ful conditions . If and when the Berlin situation abates 
there will very likely develop a lessening of the heat and 
tension generally on the international scene. This would 
have a domestic reflection in the United States and probably 
result in a certain decline or ebbing of the red-baiting 
here, in such eventualities, the pressures and attacks 
against our Party would be expected to abate and decline. 
This is all speculation. It may or may not ensue but we 
have to take into account any and all probabilities dealing 
with the type of situation we are faced with. That is why 
we feel it best at this point to proceed stage by stage, 
event by event, and not try to develop a master plan for 
all unseen events and developments. 

There is no need for state committee, district 
board and other type party committees to continue functioning 
on the basis heretofore. They dart cut down, strip off the 
fat, and reduce the size of the committee to a more mobile 
and effective committee, m the case of New Jersey, instead 
of a state board of 12 to 14 members as now you could trim 
it down to five of the most competent, and have it actually 
function on behalf of the whole, of course, the larger 
committees remain and are called together on a need basis. 
All Party committees should be trimmed down to become more 
mobile and effective. Certain clubs will have to sharpen 
up their security measures regarding meetings, attendance, 
size, etc. what we said earlier about a reduction of the 
public type party functionary remains. There is no need for 
a large publicly identified roster of national or state partv 



in New Jersey could shift into defense, it may be more diff i- 
cult for the Government to attack newspapers, magazines and 
defense and press organizations as it would to directly attack 
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Of course, there should be a tightening up of 
club composition and an examination of unreliable persons. 
You should know that here in New York in the immediate 
past period there has been observed a most intense activity 
on the part of FBI* This is likely true in all sections 
since the June Supreme Court ruling. Visitation, solicita- 
tion and accosting are greater than we have heard of in a 
long time. It would be foolish for one to believe that 
somewhere along the line they will not be able to attract 
or entice someone. 

The New Jersey Party Headquarters at 5 Alpine 
Street should not be closed as earlier suggested, it is 
not actively in use now as a meeting place or actual center 
of work. Actually it is nothing more or less than a storage 
place. So leave it at that. Do not call attention to any 
unusual circumstances by ostentatiously closing it. More 
and more of our public mass activities will be taking 
place around the various defense set-ups. The Citizens 
Committee for Constitutional Liberties here in New York is 
moving more and more in the direction of becoming the 
over-all defense mechanism for any expected prosecutions. 
This relates to bail, lining up of attorneys and prepara- 
tions for actual defense needs plus the normal present 
activities of preparing defense propaganda and disseminating 
literature in many areas* This committee will remain and 
we hope will become strengthened. It will have to find 
counter parts on State levels everywhere and by a system of 
hookups lay the basis for left wing national defense organisa- 
tion in all respects. 

We have decided against abandoning the Democratic 
Assembly as earlier thought. Of course, the recent conference 
did not establish a national organization but did authorize 
the sponsors to regather at a time deemed necessary and in 
the name of the Assembly to take whatever steps the situation 
requires. We understand a conference of 100-150 of the 
sponsors is being prepared. They will keep the frame -work of 
the Assembly continued to issue various materials and strive 
to be the instrument which will attract forces broader than 
those immediately asflonl atari with the CP. The Assembly Office 
will remain open and bid the others willcontinue 

to work there. 1 1 
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The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee at long 
last decided to do something. They proposed the ECLC busy 
itself 'with a national campaign to press the President not 
to carry out the McCarran Act, We argued with the ECLC 
people that this was a negative and non-appealing type of 
issue. The President of the United States is obliged by 
the very terms of his oath to execute and carry out the laws 
of the country and the McCarran Act happens to be one of them. 
How many people would respond to such a type of campaign and 
appeal? Very few we think. We suggested another type of 
campaign the ECLC could profitably develop and they agreed. 
It is a campaign to urge and press the President to estab- 
lish a presidential commission of national notables in 
various fields to make a study and examination of the 
McCarran Act and its effect on constitutional liberties and 
the American people. The fact that President TRUMAN vetoed 
this law, that the Chief Justice and three other Justices 
doubt its validity and Justice, the comments of sources and 
newspapers and other public figures would show a considerable 
national unclarity and disagreement regarding this law. Such 
a presidential commission might work to unravel its ob- 
scurities, its dangers and make recommendation for .its 
amendment or its appeal. The ECLC crowd thought this is 
a good idea and may work out something on it.

(3) The period during which Party members must 
register if both the Party and its officers have 
failed' to do so runs from Thursday, November 30, 
1961, to Sunday, January 28, 1962. Failure of 
Party members to register by January 28, 1962- 
thereafter subjects each to a fine of $10,000 
and/or five years 1 imprisonment for each day of 
failure to register. 

In addition to the criminal penalties for failure 
to register, various sanctions are provided by the Act 
against the Party and its members, and these will become 
effective on Friday, October 20, 196I: 

(1) The Party must label its publications which 
go through the U.S. mail as "Disseminated by the 
Communist Party, USA, a Communist Organization." 
(Penalty - Fine of $10,000) 

(2) The Party must precede any radio or television 
broadcast by an announcement that the program is 
being sponsored by the CPUSA, a communist organi- 
zation. (Penalty - Fine of $10,000) 

(3) The Party will not be entitled to certain 
exemptions under the Federal Income Tax Law, nor 
will persons making contributions to the Party 
be allowed to deduct them for Federal income tax 
purposes . 

(4) Party members may not seek, accept or hold 
nonelective office or employment in the U.S. 
Government nor be employed in any defense facility 
included in a list of such facilities to be pub- 
lished in the Federal Register by the Secretary 
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of Defense. (Penalty - Five years 1 imprisonment 
and/or $10,000 fine) 

(5) Party members may not apply for issuance 
or renewal of a U.S. passport nor use or attempt 
to use such a passport. (Penalty - Five years 1 
imprisonment and/or $10,000 fine) 

With regard to possible prosecutions for 
failure to register and for violation of sanctions one, 
two, four and five, attention is directed to Bureau Bulletin 
Number 60, dated November 2, 1950, which set out in detail 
the violations created by the Internal Security Act of 1950, 
and to Section 87G of the Manual of Instructions. 

As specific information is received from the 
Department relative to prosecutive plans for failure to 
register, the field will be promptly advised and separate 
instructions will be issued, where necessary, regarding 
violations of the various sanctions. 

Although Party leaders, in addition to claiming 
that the Party will not register, have also stated that 
the Party will not go underground, the following letters 
should be carefully reviewed to assure that the Bureau is 
in a position to promptly and effectively fulfill its 
responsibilities, in connection with possible prosecutions 
under the Internal Security Act of 1950: Bureau letters 
to Albany, copies to all offices ^ dated November 2, 1960j 
June 8, 1961 j and September 8, 1961, captioned "CPUSA Under- 
ground Operations, Internal Security ~ c" ; and Bureau letters 
to Albany, copies to all offices, dated June 19* 1961;

"On September 18, 1961, at about 9t35 p.m. following the 
funeral services for WILLIAM Z. FOSTER held at Carnegie Hall, 
57th Street and 7th Avenue, New York City, New York, BEN 
DAVIS, JR., a member of the Secretariat of the CP, USA, 
and JACOB GREEN, CP National Committee member from 
Baltimore, walked downtown towards the subway. 

DAVIS asked GREEN why he hadn't been in New York the 
past Saturday to attend the National Negro Commission 
meeting . He reminded GREEN that WILLIAM PATTERSON had 
sent GREEN a letter. 

GREEN said that he had no money, had been trying to get 
himself a job, and further recalled that the letter stated 
that a Progressive Labor Forum was to meet. 

DAVIS then stated that the Progressive Labor Forum was the 
National Negro Commission. He added that GREEN had not missed 
much anyway since the discussion had not been too broad. 

Upon inquiry from GREEN, DAVIS said that PATTERSON was now the 
Chairman and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT the Secretary of the National 
Negro Commission. 

GREEN stated that he had had disagreements with both of those 
persons and it did not appear to him that either one was 
doing much of a job. He recalled that the Negro Commission 
was supposed to have raised money to finance CP organizational 
trips to the Southern U. S. 

DAVIS said he agreed and that GREEN would have to bear with 
the Negro Commission for a few months. He added that he 
thought that some changes might take place after that time. 

DAVIS then said that at the last National Committee meeting 
GREEN should have noticed that GUS HALL, CP General 
Secretary, had hand-picked the persons in attendance. He 
said that at this same meeting GUS HALL had tried to remove 
him from the leadership and he appreciated GREEN' s speaking 
up for him. 

DAVIS .said that he didn't tell the others but he would tell 
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GREEN that he had been involved with individuals who were 
trying to dissolve the Party. He said he personally was in 
favor of dissolving the CP but did think that a different 
approach should be made and he had been unable to talk to 
GUS HALL. He concluded by saying that he would not permit 
HALL to push him o\xi of the national leadership, particularly 
at the present time when the Party was under great pressure. 

GREEN then asked DAVIS how he felt about the National Negro 
Commission. DAVIS replied that GREEN would have to be 
patient and that he, DAVIS, was working on a new approach 
and although he could not see his way clear at the present 
time, there definitely would be changes in the commission 
very soon. 

DAVIS then told GREEN that when the latter had returned 
from the Soviet Union he was supposed to have gone on the Party 
payroll. GREEN said that he hadn't gone to the Soviet Union 
merely to get on the payroll. 

DAVIS asked if GUS HALL had said anything to GREEN about 
putting GREEN in charge of a Party operation which concerned 
the Negroes. GREEN said he had but had not specified the 
job. 



GREEN then said that when he was in the Soviet Union members 
of the Central Committee of the CP Soviet Union had talked 
to him about conditions in the Southern U. S. He said they 
seemed to be well informed about CP activities in that area.
